Mart Jordan got the second purse for 2-year- 
old fillies with Martha Fox, a real good looking 
daughter of Silver Fox and Martha Washing- 
ton. She is a promising filly. 

George Belknap’s American Derby candidate 
Pingree, won the third race and hung up the 
best mile record of the meeting, 1 :41L Cherry 
Leaf’s admirers thought he could not lose. The 
Devil was second and gave the winner a stout 
argument. Pingree was not keyed up for a 
battle. 

Macy was so good that he put Indra into a 
frame of shabbiness. When Macy meets the 
best horses in training, there will be a hot time 
of it. 

Richard J. strung out the sprinters in the 
i stake and performed in fast time. The wise 
% men considered Hugh Penny a surety. Sligo 
had worked well, but performed shabbily. 

King Barleycorn and Batten raced around the 
upper turn in 244. That pace stopped Batten. 
There was about the strongest plunge of the 
meeting on Batten. 

Lew Hopper, the favorite, won the last race 
easily. As usual, he came through in the stretch. 
Floronso, off last, ran the best race. 

Charley Boots arrived from Sacramento yes- 
terday with a string that included the American 
Derby candidate Borgia. The horses were taken 
to Washington Park. 

Max Blumenthal has landed from California 
and goes East to book all summer. He did not 
“lay up” anything during the winter. 

The 2-year-olds belonging to D. C. Shafer were 
shipped to Highland Park, Detroit, last night. 

Bliss Rucker still has a slight fever, but is 
steadily improving. The other horses of the 
Burns & Waterhouse string are doing well. 

Jockey Burns wiil be at Harlem Monday and 
is likely to ride there dnring the rest of the 
meeting. 

The stables of W. H. Roller and J. W. Wilson 
were shipped to Detroit yesterday. 

Eugene Leigh has decided to send Parson to 
Canada to perform over the jumps and in the 
interest of general theology. 

H. Martin has a high opinion of Pingree. 
Speaking of the colt’s race, he said: “He had 
so much speed and was so rank that I could not 
take him back without pulling him all over 
the track, and that I would not do. After he 
had gone a half he was easy to handle, and l 
took him back. He had Cherry Leaf safe every- 
where and left him on call. He showed himself 
a game horse when The Devil tackled him in 
the stretch. The race will do him a lot of good 
and I believe he will improve with racing. Mr. 
Belknap has a useful if not a high class horse 
in Pingree.” 

In the fourth race, just after finishing the odd 
seventy yards, Indra made a lunge to the right 
and gave his head a violent swing in the same 
direction. Spectators shouted: “Look at him 
trying to bite Chugnut.” Caywood said that 
the biting idea was not correct and that the 
horse simply resisted being taken back and 
showed temper in doing so. 

Turner was called to the stand three times 
by Col. Clark. Before going to the post for the 
stake event he was admonished that a vigorous 
finish on Hugh Penny was desired. After the 
race he was called up and complimented for the 
manner in which he had ridden and told to try 
and do equally well every time he had a mount. 
While the 2-year-olds were parading for the 
sixth race, Turner— riding King Barleycorn— 



was invited to a judicial call. Col. Clark 
told him that inasmuch as his mount 
had receded in the betting and Batten 
had been heavily backed, the ride King Barley- 
corn would get would be closely watched. After 
the race ’Gene Leigh sent Turner to the stand 
to make a complaint against Hill, who rode 
Batten. King Barleycorn is a sulker and will 
bite at horses that bump him. Turner told his 
employer that going the first quarter around 
the turn Hill was bumping him all the time, 
with the evident intention of making King Bar- 
leycorn sulk. These tactics had some effect, 
according to Master Turner. Batten had hardly 
been shaken off before Barleycorn swerved 
wickedly across to the inside rail, shaking his 
head and showing that his ire was fully aroused. 
But he won. 

Imp was well and playful yesterday. She 
showed no signs of having had a bruising iace 
the day before. Charlie Brossman thinks more 
of her than ever .before but says he does not 
think she could win the Suburban. Although 
urged by many turfmen to take the filly East 
he is not likely to do so. He said : “They only 
want to get rid of her around here.”

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Some changes in the scene of racing opera- 
tions will mark the present week. The Oakley 
meeting comes to an end Tuesday and the 
horsemen now at the Cincinnati track will 
move across the river to the Latonia track 
where the sport begins Thursday. The series 
of Northern Circuit meetings will be inaugu- 
rated with the beginning of operations at De- 
troit Tuesday. Almost needless to say the first 
day at each track will witness the decision of a 
so-called Derby. So with Gravesend, St. Louis 
and Harlem also in full blast there will be 
abundant turf problems for lovers of the gallant 
thoroughbred to ponder over this week. 

St. Louis has full possession of a turf scandal 
connected with one of Friday’s races concerning 
which the Globe-Democrat says : 

There was a bad looking race at the Fair 
Grounds yesterday, one of the worst looking, 
in fact, that ever was run. After it was over a 
jockey was suspended indefinitely and an owner 
was ordered to remove his horses from the 
track. Those who have followed the local rac- 
ing game with anything like diligence will not 
be surprised to learn that Warren is the jockey 
in trouble. The owner implicated by the offi- 
cials was R. Rome, and it was for the ride War- 
ren gave Dollie Regent in the first race that 
jockey, owner and horses were banished. 
The stewards are not through with the 
case yet. After the race Judge Murphy 
said that the matter was still under consider- 
ation and it was possible a few gentlemen 
would be ruled off. No lover of honest racing 
will be sorry to learn this, and it is only to be 
hoped that the stewards will investigate so 
closely and thoroughly that every one in any 
way connected with the scandal will be. ruled 
off and kept off every race track in the 
country, not only this month and this year, but 
next year and for all time. 

And the stewards should go still further. 
They should rule off every horse implicated in 
the “shoo-in” of Judge Tarvin, if more than one 
was stopped, which, however, is hardly possible. 
And after being ruled off they should be branded 
for purposes of identification so they could 
never again be raced under ther own or any 
other names. If such drastic measures were 
used in one or two cases it is not likely the dose 
would have to be repeated often, and it is only 
through such measures that the owners who 
believe racetrack patrons to be legitimate prey 
can be brought to a different way of thinking. 
Moral suasion is all very well in its place, but it 
is laughed at on a racetrack.

NOTES OF THE TURF. 



A dispatch from New York to the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat says: “One of the Fleisch- 

manns says that the offer Sloan received to ride 
in England next year came from the Duke of 
Portland. Sloan will, it is said, accept it. He 
will sail early in October. The season in Eug- 
land lasts longer than it does here, and Sloan 
will finish the season with the Lorillard-Beres- 
ford stable, for which he rode last year. Sloan 
did not ask to be released from his contract 
with the Fleischmanns in order to go to Eng- 
land this year. It is said that the Duke of 
Portland’s retainer will be between $20,000 and 
$25,000.” 

Concerning the eastern 2-year-old fillies, 
Morning Telegraph says : “The 2-year-old fillies 
do not seem to be a particularly high class lot 
by the way they keep beating each other. One 
day Ornamental gives promise of being a real 
good one, then Onondaga’s Pride trims her, 
which in turn succumbs to Lady Meddlesome 
and High Degree. Now all except High Degree 
may be considered second best to Whiplash. 
The latter is no doubt a good filly and with her 
size and speed, if not given too much of it this 
year, ought to develop into a grand 3-year-old. 

The famous Monmouth Park track is reported 
to have been sold for $40,000 to Martin Van 
Keuren, the superintendent of the course, who 
represents others. An effort to pass a law pei* 
mitting limited racing will be made next win- 
ter. If it succeeds Monmouth Park will resume 
its old place in the list of tracks governed by 
the Jockey Club. Otherwise Monmouth Park 
may become a truck patch. 

Mirthful’s easy victory in the Parkway Han- 
dicap should encourage Morris Bros, to send 
him out here as an American Derby starter. Hd 
is evidently a good colt and what is very much 
to the purpose, one that is improving right 

along.
